ABEL, Rudolf Ivanovich 

A, In 1948, when travelling to the United States, ABEL used 
a passport which had been Issued in 1947 to Andrew 
KAY OTIS, a naturalised U» S. citizen of Lithuanian origin* 
KAY OTIS travelled to Poland and subsequently Lithaania in 
1947 where he was known to be in a hospital in.1949-1950. 
KAY OTIS has not returned to the United States and is pre- 
sumed to be dead*. ABEL claimed that he had purchased 
KAY OTIS’- passport in Copenhagen and had substituted his 
photograph for KAYOTXS*. ABEL provided no explanation 
for the change in the place of birth on the passport from 
Lithuania to Latvia.
